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(B) removing brain cells from said patient in need thereof after said 
administration; 

(C) propagating said brain cells in vitro; and 

(D) transplanting the propagated brain cells into said patient in need thereof. 



RESPONSE 

Applicant elects with traverse the claims of Group III (Le,,, Claims 42, 52 now 
replaced by Claim 59, and 53). The format of Claim 52 has been modified since it 
previously was dependent on Claim 43 . 

It respectfully is urged that all claims could be conveniently prosecuted in the same 
application in spite of the different areas of classification indicated in the Official Action. 
Accordingly, the Examiner is urged to use her discretion under 35 U.S. C. § 121 and 
withdraw the restriction requirement since the search and examination of all claims is urged 
to be possible without serious burden.
